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To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 

THE  AMPIHILL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1971,  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
which, my  predecessor  held  office. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District  are  set  out  on  page  4 of  the  text 
of  the  Report,  as  are  those  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Administrative 
County.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  1971,  the  District  had  low  Birth  and  Death 
Rates  and  very  high  Still  Birth  and  Infant  Mortality  Rates.  There  is  also 
the  fact  that  the  one  maternal  death  listed  gives  a Maternal  Mortality  Rate 
of  10.3,  when  calculated  for  the  District  alone,  while  that  for  the 
Administrative  County  with  two  maternal  deaths  is  0.35  only.  Rates  so  widely 
apart  may  be  expected  to  occur  from  time  to  time  when  there  are  great 
differences  in  the  size  of  the  figures  from  which  they  are  calculated,  but  the 
causes  of  the  deaths  leading  to  them  are  always  investigated.  It  may  be  added 
that  in  the  year  1970  there  was  in  the  District  no  still  birth  and  it  is  many 
years  since  the  previous  maternal  death. 

The  Causes  of  Death  table  shows  that  7 6 of  the  93  deaths  notified  were 
in  respect  of  persons  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  over.  57  of  the  total  deaths 
were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  12  to  cancer  (including  3 of  lung 
cancer)  and  8 to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system. 

In  the  Introduction  to  his  1970  Report  ny  predecessor  drew  attention  to 
the  dangers  of  smoking.  They  do  not  grow  less,  as  national  statistics  show. 

Re-organisation  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  Local  Government  is 
planned  to  take  place  on  1st  April  1974.  It  may  be  appropriate,  therefore,  to 
include  in  this  Introduction  one  or  two  points  which  arise. 

On  the  1st  April  1974  there  will  be  for  the  whole  of  geographical 
Bedfordshire:  (a)  one  County  Council,  and  in  its  area  there  will  he  a number 

of  District  Councils,  and  (b)  one  Area  Health  Authority,  which  will  be 
operationally  responsible  for  all  the  National  Health  Services  now  administered 
by  the  County  Council,  the  Executive  Council  and  the  three  Hospital 
Management  Committees  in  Bedfordshire. 

as  the  very  recently  published  White  Paper  points  out,  collaboration 
between  the  new  County  Council  and  the  Area  Health  Authority  will  be  essential. 
The  former  body  will  be  responsible  for  the  Education  and  Personal.  Social 
Services  and  the  latter  for  the  National  Health  Services  and  there  is  scope 
for  much  collaboration  between  them  in  the  use  of  premises  and  staff.  As  an 
example,  the  Area  Health  Authority  will  have  in  its  employment  doctors,  dental 
surgeons  and  nurses  who  can  be  made  available  for  work  in  the  Education  and 
Personal  Social  Services. 
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Collaboration  would,  also  be  valuable  between  the  Area  Health  Authority 
and  the  District  Councils,  and  one  way  in  which  it  could  express  itself 
would  be  for  the  District  Councils  to  appoint  as  medical  advisers  ("proper 
officers" ) doctors  employed  as  Community  Physicians  by  the  Area  Health 
Authority  at  Hospital  District  level*  The  experience  of  most  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  County  Districts  who  are  also  engaged  in  County  Council 
work,  is  that  such  an  appointment  would  be  most  likely  to  provide  the  best 
services  for  the  residents  of  the  area* 

In  the  text  of  the  report  I have  mentioned  seme  of  the  services 
provided  by  the  County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority.  All  these  have 
a beneficial  influence  on  the  health  of  people,  and  in  that  respect  can 
be  placed  alongside  the  duties  of  County  Districts  in  regard  to  the 
environment.  In  fact,  joint  action  by  officers  of  County  Council  and 
District  Council  is  often  necessary,  and  I acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
help  given  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff  in 
matters  of  mutual  concern. 

In  conclusion,  I am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  the 
consideration  they  have  shown  me  and  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
his  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation.

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4.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  health  ;iND  MEDICi'iL  SERVICES  IN  THE  ^REA 
The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides: 

(a)  through  its  Health  Committee  the  following  services,  amongst 
others,  - Health  Centres,  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 
Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing,  Domiciliary  Midwifery, 

Ambulance,  Immunisation  against  Infectious  Diseases; 

(b)  through  its  Education  Committee,  a School  Health  Service; 

(c)  through  its  Social  Services  Committee,  personal  social 
services. 

The  Bedfordshire  and  Luton  Executive  Council  provides  the 
Family  Practitioner  Services. 

The  North  Vlfest  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides 
consultant  and  hospital  services. 

5.  PREVALENCE  D CONTROL  CF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Much  is  achieved  in  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease  by 
immunisation.  Diptheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis 
are  dealt  with  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  measles  in  the  second. 
Necessary  re-inforcement  doses  are  given  at  about  five  years  of  age. 

Vaccination  against  rubella  is  offered  as  a routine  to  girls 
reaching  their  twelfth  year,  and  arrangements  are  being  made,  with 
prescribed  safeguards,  for  the  vaccination  of  women  of  child-bearing 
age. 


B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered,  where  appropriate,  to  children 
at  the  age  of  thirteen  years. 

There  are  also  certain  activities  of  officers  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  which  are  important  in  the  prevention  and  control 
of  infectious  disease.  They  are  most  readily  recognisable  in  out- 
breaks of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  and  the  surveillance  of  contacts 
returning  from  abroad,  but  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  less 
spectacular  but  important  routine  work  in  connection  with  food 
hygiene  and  housing. 

Table  (a),  which  follows,  shows  that  the  only  notifications 
received  were  in  respect  of  measles  and  there  were  92  cases  of  these. 
The  number  is  part  of  the  large  increase  which  occurred  throughout 
the  administrative  County,  in  which  no  less  than  2,282  of  the  2.780 
notifications  received  were  of  measles.  It  can  reasonably  be  hoped, 
however,  that  the  increasing  number  of  vaccinations  taking  place 
against  measles  - 38  per  cent  of  the  children  born  in  the  year  1970 
were  vaccinated  - will  lead  to  a significant  reduction  in  the  number 
of  notifications.

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  sited  at  Abbey  Lane  and  consist  of 
the  following  - Detritus  and  Sedimentation  tanks,  rotary  percolating 
filters,  humus  tanks,  storm  water  overflows  and  sludge  beds.  The  treated 
effluent  discharges  into  the  "Running  Waters"  Brook,  which  enters  the 
River  Flitt. 

A number  of  effluent  samples  taken  by  the  River  Board’s  Officers 
were  in  the  main  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  it  is  hoped  there  will 
be  an  improvement  when  the  upward  flow  clarifiers  are  operating 
satisfactorily. 

No  case  of  flooding  of  foul  water  sewers  was  reported  during  the 

year. 

(c)  Rivers  and  streams. 

The  only  case  of  serious  pollution  is  at  Running  Waters  due  to  the 
discharge  from  the  Poultry  Processers  at  Doolittle  Mill.  Consideration 
is  still  being  pursued  with  a view  to  connecting  to  main  drainage. 
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( d ) Cesspools,  Pail  Closets . 

The  number  of  domestic  properties  -with  either  cesspools  or  septic 
tanks  has  been  reduced  to  43  • One  property  occupied  by  one  person  only 
relies  solely  on  a pail  closet. 

( e ) Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  implemented  a refuse  collection  Contract  vdth  effect 
from  November  1970.  This  was  found  to  be  unsuccessful,  the  collections 
became  most  haphazard  and  the  Contract  was  not  renewed.  Tenders  were 
re-invited  and  a Contract  placed  with  new  Contractors  which  has  found  to 
be  completely  satisfactory  in  all  respects.  An  excellent  service  is 
now  being  given  using  the  Bin  Liner  System. 


The  Council  does  not  operate  a cesspool  cleansing  service,  occupiers 
of  premises  drained  to  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  make  their  own  private 
arrangements  for  emptying. 


(f)  Salvage. 

The  collection  of  wastepaper  and  card  is  not  considered  an  economic 
proposition  and  therefore  no  separate  collection  is  made.

(h)  Shops  and  Offices 

No  Statutory  action  was  taken  in  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 . 


( i ) Caravans.  Moveable  Dwellings.  Camping  Sites  etc. 

No  applications  were  received  for  caravans  or  moveable  dwellings 
during  the  year*  There  are  no  permanent  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  or 
camping  situated  within  the  Urban  District.

Tinned  food  and  groceries  which  are  usually  condemned  in  small 
quantities  are  collected  and  buried  at  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip. 

Condemned  meat  at  the  Butchers  Shops  and  Poultry  Processing  premises 
is  always  stained  with  condemned  meat  dye  before  collection  by 
processing  firms. 

(g)  Butchers  Shops  (all  registered  under  S.16  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1955) 

The  five  Butchers  Shops  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  are 

maintained  in  a good  condition,  all  complying  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

(h)  Ice.  Cream  Registrations 

Thirteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  all  of 
which  are  licensed  to  sell  a pre-packed  article.  No  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year  by  this  Department. 

( i ) Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  to  ensure  the  Regulations  were 
being  complied  with. 

( j ) Poultry  Processing  Establishments. 

There  is  only  one  establishment  within  the  Urban  District  where 
poultry  processing  is  carried  out.  The  number  of  birds  processed  during 
the  year  was  1,097,298  (Broilers  57 >218,  Other  Chickens  including 
Poussins  17,762,  Fowls  1,020,695  and  Turkeys  1,623). 

No  regular  routine  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  Officers 
but  spot  inspections  and  checks  are  made.  The  staff  employed  at  the  Plant 
carry  out  their  own  routine  inspections.  No  accurate  records  are  kept  on 
the  number  of  birds  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  but  the  weight 
of  poultry  condemned  during  the  year  by  this  Department  was  6,540  lbs. 

The  actual  number  of  visits  made  to  the  premises  was  62  and  the 
hygiene  of  the  premises,  management  and  employees  is  most  satisfactory. 

There  are  of  course  problems  with  regard  to  effluent,  which  have  been 
mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  Report.
